Letter To The Editor 


Freedom of the Press Belongs to the People

Who ever told that nosey edi- 
tor he had a right to pry into what 
happened at our council meeting? 
What gave that reporter any idea 
that he could write about the school 
directors the way he did? 

The answer is that there is no 
law, rule, regulation or order that 
specifically requires a newspaper 
reporter to cover city council, 
school board or court sessions. The 
Constitution says “Congress shall 
make no law. .. abridging the free- 
dom of the press.” One can search 
out all of the laws of the Federal 
Government, right down to the 
Freedom of Information bill pass- 
ed by the 89th Congress, and find 
nothing further about "the press." 

The same can be said of state 
law. Most state constitutions recog- 
nize freedom of the press to pub- 
lish news, but none particularize 
these rights, or set down any press 
responsibilities. 

The newspaper is not requir- 
ed to report the city counci! meet- 
ing or send someone to the school 
directors' sessions. The reporter 
could stay home. Nor do laws spe- 
cify that “the press" be accorded 
any special treatment before any 
publie body. "Open meeting laws" 
never mention newspapers, report- 
ers, or news media. They simply af- 
firm the right of the public at large 
to attend and observe meetings of 
governing assemblies. 

Mrs Smith, then, can "cover" 
the city council — for her club, her 
neighborhood, or just for herself. 
The principle of open government 
meetings was established for the 
people — the resident, the voter, 
the taxpayer, all the governed — 
not solely for the press or its repre- 
sentatives. 

Then why is it that "the right 
to know" and "freedom of infor- 
mation" always seem to be linked 
with the press? 

In the very early days of Amer- 


ican settlement all of the people of a 
local community would gather in 
the town meeting and determine 
the affairs of the community. Al- 
most everybody attended, and those 
who didn't, soon learned from the 
informed majority. 

But villages soon grew into cit- 
ies, and the "pure democracy" of 
the town meeting gave way to re- 
presentative democracy, Govern- 
ment was growing more remote 
from the people. It was also grow 
ing more complicated. Yet the cit; 
zen, as a voter, had the same re- 
sponsibility to keep himself inform- 
ed. 

It followed naturally that the 
Nation's fledging press should fill 
the role of reporter and commenta- 
tor on public affairs. No one pass- 
ed a law requiring it. The Founding 
Fathers simp!y had faith that a pri- 
vate press, given the guarantee of 
freedom to do so, would accept the 
responsibility. And of course it has. 
For nearly two centuries newspap- 
ers have attended meetings of gov- 
erning bodies, reporting and inter- 
preting in behalf of the public. 

The reporter attends city coun- 
cil meetings as a member of the 
public, He has a right to be pre- 
sent only if the publie retains that 
right. The editor comments on the 
councils decisions — or lack of 
them — as an ordinary citizen.

the printing press at his disposal, 
it а him no special rights. Не 
can comment only so long as the 
public has a privilege of comment- 
ing. 
Е The “right to know” and “free- 
dom of information”. are concepts 
with which the newsman works 
every day. The same professibnal 
tradition which sends him to the 
city council meeting compels him 
to resist inroads on these public 
rights. For he knows, and the pub- 
lie should always realize too, that 
in all that he does, the newspaper- 
man acts as a citizen, in behalf of 
his fellow citizens.

of two musicians in tae nations capital. 

These two musicians immediately set about to form groups 
amd this was the advent of LBJ and the Birds and McNamara's 
Baad. V vile looking around for something to record LBJ 
tound an old French tune called the Vietnamese Two-Step. 
Although it had been a flop in France, LBJ called his friend 
McNamara and they de ‘ded to rewrite the music. 

They worked very hard and came up with something 
called the Vietnamese Shuffle which was written for a small 
brass band. Some of the brass thought the tune was too slow, 
but their leaders had their way and the band was sent to Viet- 
nam to teach the people how to play their own tune. 

lt was soon evident that tbe band was too small and 
that the people were unable to understand the lyrics which 
were rewritten at least once a month. LBJ and McNamara 
began to worry so they kept increasing the size of the band. 
Many of the musicians complained that unless they were al- 
lowed to play the tune their way the song might never end 

Popularity polls began to indicate that something had 
to be done or LBJ might lose his job as head musician. He 
wrote some other tunes to try and get the public’s mind off 
of the Vietnamese Shuffle, such things'as The War on Poverty 
Blues and the Great Society Rag. 

His plan didn't work so ће turned to another group, 
the UN Symphony. to come up with a tune that would satisfy 
everyone. The leader of the UN group suggested that LBJ stop 
the music, but LBJ said that other musicians might move in 
if he brought his brass band back to the United States. 

Soon it will be election time in Musicville and it looks 
like we might get a new head musician, someone who сап 
write peaceful music and bring our big brass band home where 
it bélongs.

lan Smith And The State Department 


In throwing up a barrier of 
red tape against Prime Minis- 
ter Ian Smith of Rhodesia, who 
bas been invited to 
the University of Virginia, the 
U. S. State Department has 
given evidence concerning the 
Jolinson administration 
of Mr. Smith's effecti 

The ihvitation to 
ister Smith came from Бо, 
highly respected University of 
Virginia Law Forum. Mr. 
Smith accepted, with the un- 
derstanding that he would face 
critical as well as sympathetic 
questions. He was not afraid 
of close questioning. The State 
Department apparently 15 а- 
fraid, however. It reached in- 
to its legal grab-bag and came 
up with the statement that Mr. 
Smith could not be admitted 
without a valid legal travel 
document from the British 
Foreign Office. 

Obviously, Britian's socialist 
government basn't the slight- 
est intention of facilitating а 
tip to American by Mr. lan 
Smith, no more than an earlier 
British government would bave 
given Patrick Henry a chance 
to state the American colon- 
ists’ case elsewhere іп the 
world. The hard-line socialists 
in Britain are still insisting that 
the Rhodesian government 
must be brought down —even 
though Rhodesia shortly will 
celebrate its second anniversary 
of independence and is widen- 
ing its commercial contacts 
with the world, over Britsh 
and U. N. objections. 

Ironically, if Mr. Ian Smith 
were a communist or a leader 
of black revolutionary state in 
Africa he no doubt would eas- 
ily get permission to enter the 
U. S. and, most probably, 
would be given an allexpen- 
ses-paid tour of the country. 

Nowadays, one bears much 
about international understand- 
ing and the right to dissent, 
but the State Department 
doesn't want Americans to un- 
derstand too much about Rho- 
desian realities. It is opposed 
to giving a platform to a states- 
man who will dissent from the 
orthodox liberal view of con- 
temporaty Africa. 

It is tragic that the Ameri- 
can people are not given a bet- 
ter view of what is-going on in 
Africa, for their security is in- 
volved іш developments in and” 
around that continent. Recent- 
ly, for example, the ABC net- 
work put on a lengthy pro- 
gram about Africa, with Gre- 
gory Peck as narrator, which 
distorted the situation in Sou- 
Њега Africa. Using all the 
tricks of the Ed Murrow school 
of televised propaganda, the 
producers of the show showed 
South Africa in terms of beard 
ed old men nodding as they 
listened to patriotic speeches. 
In analyzing Portuguese Afri- 
ca, the camera moved in for 
a close-up of a strand of barb- 
ed wire. The over-all effort 
was to convey to viewers а 
bleak and grim picture of the 
parts of Africa where Euro- 


pean leadership exists, 

The televised report did not 
explain that the European 
areas, including Rhodesia, are 
the areas wbere ALL the peo- 
ple have vastly greater educa- 
tional and economic opport- 
unities than the people in black 
Africa. Nor did the.report tell 
of the hospital facilities: that 
Rhodesia and South Africa 
have provided for the black 
Africans — facilities unequal- 
ed elsewhere in Africa. 

These distortions, which аге 
commonplace in this country, 
are especially unfortunate be- 
cause southern Africa is one 
of the most rapidly developing 
areas in the world. Economists 
now are discussing the likeli- 
hood of an economic union of 
the Republic of South Africa, 
Rhodesia and the Portuguese 
provinces of Angola and Mo- 
zambique — a union (һы 
would give ALL the people of 
these lands enormous advant- 
age over people elsewhere on 
the continent. Moreover, the 
developed, European-led lands 
of Southern Africa are eager 
for trade with the United States 
and for American investment 


Africa, for instance, Americans 
have more than $600 million 
invested, with more money go- 
ing in all the time. It is one 
of a small number of countries 
in the world where there is no 
danger of a communist or so- 
cialist political takeover or 
economic nationalization. 

The closing of the Suez Ca- 
nal, moreover, has made sou- 
thern Africa immensely more 
important in the last two 
months. American seaport cit- 
ies well understand the grow- 
ing movement of ocean com- 
merce around the southern tip 
of Africa. This commerce is 
likely to continue even afier 
Nasser has reopened the Suez 
Canal, for the supertankers 
now on order are too big to 
use the canal. Thus it is impera- 
tive that the free maritime na- 
tions have good relations with 
South Africa and its progres- 
sive neighbors. 

lan Smith could spell out 
some of these truths at the 
University of Virginia. but the 
State Department will have 
none of it. It has its ear a 
tuned to the wants of Anglo- 


Americans liberals and anti- 
American black Africans.
